Wilbur Defends Manoeuvres.

WASHINGTON, April’ 27.—That the 
naval attack on the Hawaiian Islands in 
the war maneouvres and the visit of the 
American fleet to Australia represent ‘a 
“far-flung military gesture’ was denied 
today fm a statement made by Secretary’ 
Wilbur-in aMetter addressed to Frederick 
J. Libby, Secretary of the National 
Council for Prévention of War. 

Mr. Libby wrote to the Secretary of 

the Navy protesting against the Pacific 
manoeuvres and the contemplated cruise 
to the Antipodes, on the ground that 
they represented a ‘far-flung military 
gesture” that might lead to misunder- 
standing and hard feeling and: the ‘‘first 
‘ steps toward. war.”’ 
Mr. Libby asked why it was that the 
* American ships ‘were sent away on a 
long cruise .at a time when “our Gov- 
ernment is discharging old employes and 
even White House servants in extraor- 
dinary efforts at economy and tax re- 
duction.”’ 

Secretary Wilbur's letter to Mr. Libby 
réads in part as follows: 

I am glad of..this opportunity to in- 
form you of the correct meaning of 
the annual manoeuvres of the. fleet, 
which this year are held between. the 
United States’ west coast and the 
‘United, States’ posseasion of Hawaii, 
over a period of about two months. 

' When the annual manoeuvres are* 
completed, it has been customary to 
‘make a cruise to our own or some 
foreign ports. These long cruises at 
sea ,are especially valuable to the 
training Of all the perfonnel of the 
fléet in gaining familiarity and skill 
-in handling the vessels:as a fleet and 
im welding the various departments 
and intricate mechanism of each vessel 
into an efficient operating unit. :

GOVERNMENT TESTS LIKELY 
Chemists. Are Puzzled Over Its Pro- 
duction Cost of Only 18 to 26 

5 Cents a Gallon.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Chemical 
experts as well as leaders in the. pro- 
hibition movement are showing: an ‘un- 
disguised interest in the fact that, dur- 
‘ing February and March of this year, 
German manufacturers expdrted to this 
country, principally through the Port of 
New York, more than 130,000 gallons of 
a synthetic alcohol, known as methynol 
which, it is understood, they are produc- 
ing under.a new. process at from some- 
where between 18 and 26 cents a gallon. 

The German’ product is stated by ex- 
perts to be listed as ‘100 per cent. 
pure,’’ this meaning that all other ele- 
ments which, it is contended by some 
chemists, aré poisonous have been elim- 
inated. Méthynol, as produced in’ the 
United States, is generally listed as 95 
to 97 per cent. pure, and has sold at 
about 75.cents a gallon. —

‘At. present there is a divergence of 
opinions on these. points, some people 
contending that. the new miethyno] is 
poisonous ;“some that it is not.- There is 
fairly general agreément, however, that 
it possesses qualities which would make 
it exhilarating’ if used, for instance, in 
the production of ‘beer. 

Chemists ‘are. interésted In the recent 
heavy shipments because the Germans, 
apparently, are manufacturing so cheap- 
ly a product which may very well prove 
to be of tremendous importance to world 
industry. The new methynol, it is un- 
derstood, could be used as a motor fuel, 
but the present .préduction cost. does not 
appear to bring it forward as a competi- 
tor of gasoline, unless it should turn out 
that. it producés considerably more 
‘power than gasoline.- 

_Attentién was first attracted to the 
methynol produced under the new 
process when imports. jumped from 
virtually nothing to more than 60,000 
gallons in February. An investigation 
showed that this production was, in fact, 
a new venture, forall imports of Ger- 
man methynol during 1924 totaled only 
forty-eight gallons, valued at $29. The 
figures for January February and 
March of this year give the picture of 
the development. They follow~

of the offer of the Sarrsbourg muni-

About half of the bodies have been . 
_removed from Germany. They lie in 
serried rows with a rosebush at each 
grave given by *‘souvenir Francais.”

EMPLOYES GIVE CHASE 


Cashier and Others Shoot at 
Robbers, Who Return Fire. 
and Get Away.

Five armed robbers at 5 o’clock yeés- 
terday afternoon held up. twenty-one 
employes in the central distributing 
Plant of the Sheffield Farm.s-Slawson 
Decker Company, on Webster Avenue 
bétween Sixth and Seventh - Avenues, 
Astoria, Queens, stole more than $12,000 
and escaped in their automobile, after 
engaging in a pistol bat@le for six blocks 
with some of the company’s employes, 
who pursued them in another car. 

According to the police, it wags the 
boldest hold-up ever perpetrated in that 
part of the city, where there have been 
many robberies ‘in the last few, years. 
The: coolness’ with which the robbers 
went about their work and the knowl- 
edge they displayed of the interior of 
the cashier’s office, on the second floor, 
indicated, the police said, the robbery 
kad been planned with more than ordi- 
nary - care. 

Four ‘of the men were active partici- 
pants in the hold-up, while the fifth re- 
mained ‘gt the wheel of the automobile, 
As two of the robbers burst open th 
door of the cashier’s compartment with 
drawn pistols and commarided three girl 
employes, the. cashier-and two of his

Astoria, the telephorié opergcor, fell té 
the floor in a faint: One of the thieves 
walked over to the water cooler, filled 
a-glass with water and handing it to 
Mise.

Another of the hold-up men, who had 
lined sixteen’ drivers against the: wall 
ip the rear of the cashier's compart- 
ment, laughingly returned small,sums of 
money which he had-taken with the 
company’s money from their pockets. 
He joked with the drivers ane told them 
not to be nervous. —

the drivers to make up their. accounts 
On the second floor of the plant. shortly 
before 5 o’clock and turn their #éollec- 
tions over to the cashier, Malcolm Mc-

hattan. - It. has been McDowe!l’s custom 
to wrap the bank notes in bundles and 
the silver in bags before 5:30, when one 
of the company’s automobiles, contain- 
ing several armed guards, calls at the 
plant and takes-the money to a bank. 

Held Up Drivers First. 


All but six of the drivers had turned 
over their collections when five young 
men drove up to the plant, Four of 
them, left the car and walked, toward 
the street entrance to the setond floor 
stairway. One of them stopped. on the 
landing inside the entrance and the 
others’ went upstairs. The man‘‘on the 
lower landing was seen to pull a pistol 
from his coat pocket, and the driver of 
the automobile also was observed to 
hold a pistol’ in his lap. 

On reaching the second floor, one of 
the three men went to th> table at 
which the sixteen drivers sat and, draw- 
ing a pistol, said: 

“All stand up. and walk over to the 
wall on the right. Don’t get excited 
and nothing will happen to you.”’ 

As the drivers stood up -with their 
hands in the air, the two remaining: ban-

“We venture to hope that you will not 
be averse to the suggestion that Diana 
be presented to this university to be held 
in trust for the people of New Yerk and 
the nation,’’ Chancellor Brown wrote. 
‘We are informed that a Strong com- 
mittee is:-now in process of formation 
for the purpose of purchasing the tower 
and re-erecting it upon the grounds of 
this university. It seems to us that this 
tower is altogether the most fitting ped- 
estal for the statue. On the other hand, 
it will be vastly easier for the commit- 
‘tee to secure the funds/needed for the 
preservation of the tower if the public 
can be assured that the Diana will 
once more adorn its summit. 

“The suitabflity of our campus at Uni- 

versity Heights as a site for this whole. 
composition is accentuated by the fact 
that the whole design, of which the Hall 
of Fame and our great library group 
form a part, were sketched by Stanford 
White himself and are now under the 
architectural oversight of McKim, Mead 
& White. This tower will according- 
ly be in the best architectural setting 
that could“bé found for it anywhere, and 
in a setting of. history and ee 
which is equally appropriate.

MOSCOW, April 27.—The fourteenth 
conference of the. Russian Commsnist 
Party opened today in the former Grand 
Imperial Palace in the Kremlin. More 
than 500 delegates from all parts of the 
Soviet Federation, will ¢ngage in a 
week’s discussion, chiefly of questions 
pertaining to the organization of party 
work in towns and Villages on which the 
Communists are said to base the future 
developments of the revolutionary move- 
ment here and abroad, ‘ ; 

Other items. of the agenda include 
agricultural taxation, the cooperative 
movement, the increase in the metal 
production and a report on the recent 
plenary conference of the Communist 
International, which defined the line of 
policy of the world Communist move- 
ment. 

This meeting, called six months ahead 
of the annual party congress, is ‘viewed SA 
despite its moderate agenda, with great 
importance in the various party circles 
owing to the existing diversity of opinion 
within the party with regard to policy 
and tactics and the extent of the internal 
reforms which the Soviet Government 
(has embarked upon during the last few 
months. 

With the exception of Zinovieff, who 
is personally antagonistic to Trotgky, 
nearly all of the other adversaries of 
Trotsky, including even Stalin and 
Kamenteff, are heading toward a com- 
plete reconciliation and have become ad- 
vocates for his return to active political 
life. 

While complete party unity is pre- 
served, and the party is not htreatened 
by a split in the near future, ere is, 
however, a diverfity of opinion over 
the question of the extent of conces- 
sions to the peasantry and private trade 
and the cooperative movement, espe- 
cially in the villages. 

The economic situation in the country 
places before the Government a new and 
complicated task, namely, to so direct 
the further development of the produc- 
tive forces as to create in industry and 
agriculture conditions for the accumula- 
tion of national wealth, as‘it is now 
evident that it is impossible to base 
any further development of the country 
on the old resources which already Rave 
been exhausted in villages. P 

Among the peasantry the problem of 
the development of the productive forces 
is made more difficult of solution\ by 
heavy taxes and the regulations in re- 
gard to the lease of land by individuals 
and the employment of hired labor, 
which is not allowed. The peasantry 
have become interested in increasing 
agricultural production and the accumu- 
lation of personal and national wealth. 
Hence the recent grants of numerous 
concessions to them and the reforms in 
internal trade. 

Although it is certain that the party, 
as a whole, is steadily changing its in- 
ternal policy, . leaning toward modifica- 
tions, there are people who are afraid 
that the new licy does not:-make sure 
that the country is heading for the at- 
tainment of_the socialistic system of .so- 
ciety. The ——— bureaus already have 
endorsed the fundamental points in the 
resolutions drawn up for all questions 
on the agenda of the conference in the 
spirit of the majority, which favors a 
moderate, policy as against the Ex- 
tremists.

EXPLOSION AND FIRE 
' RAZES FOUR HOUSES 
Origin of Blast in Flatbush That 
Caused $100,000 Damage

Four two-family frame and _ stucco 
houses near Avenue A and Hlast Seventh 
Street, in.the new section of Flatbush, 
Brooklyn, were destroyed by a fire that 
followed an explosion’ in one of the 
burned houses and which rocked the 
entire neighborhood early yesterday. 
No one was in the houbes at the. time. 
e age was estimated by police at 

‘more than $100,000. ; 
The explosion was of terrific force, 
and: the police and the Fire Marshal’s 
office were unable to determine its 
origin. It occurred in 
one of the two houses .comprising the 
unit dwelling at 1,234-1,236 East Seventh 
Street. The flames spread so quickly 
that the entire unit was ablaze before 
the first firemen arrived. : : 
The houses were all new. One fam 
rented an apartment In the/upper floor 
of 1,236, but members of this family are 
away on vacation. 

_Assistant Fire Marshal Finn, who in- 
spected the ruins, talked with persons 
living in the neighborhood, but was un- 
able to gét a-clue as to the reason for 
the explosion in 1,234 and 1,236, The 
structure was literally blown to pleces 
and the resulting fire quickly destroyed 
the débris. The thory that an overheat- 
ed furnace may have caused the: ex- 
plosion was disproved when it devel- 
oped that the furnace was, not lighted. 
Police cooperated with thé Fire Mar- 
shal’s office in the investigation to de- 
termine the origin of the explosion and 
fire,.which they declared appeared of a 
suspicious nature.

BUDGETS AND SENSATIONS. 

The British public is said to expect 
‘something striking’ in the budget 
speech today of the Chancellor of the 
‘Exchequer, Mr. Winston CHURCHILL. 
Yet, perhaps the sensation he aims at 
producing will be that of not being 
sensational in dealing with public 
finance. He may have an important 
announcement to make about keeping 
sterling at par, but this has been 
pretty thoroughly discounted by the 
More im- 
mediately of concern to the taxpayer 
is the question whether the Chancel- 
lor will be able to reduce the income 
tax.

A, PLAYGROUND IN THE PARK. 

Commissioner GALLATIN’s proposal 
for a playground in Central Park 
merely giyes formal recognition to 
an existing state of’ affairs. He 
wishes to turn the southwest corner of. 
the park, which has long been used 
for baseball and other games, into a 
regularized playground, in which will 
be constructed numerous baseball dia- 
monds, a wading pond and a rest 
house, all of which is to be done with 
funds from the Heckscher Trust. It 
will be ‘‘. speedily removable ** when 
other playgrounds can be established 
elsewhere. The Commissioner adds, by 
way of excusing himself, that if he 
were consulting his personal prefer- 
ence alone, he would turn the area 
permanently into a.meadow. But by 
custom and use the area has acquired 
thé status of a playground. 
Mr.. GALLATIN’sS position is difficult. 
He knows how hard it is to obtain 
adequate playgrounds in other parts 
of the city. He is faced with the 
fact that this particular section of the 
park has been devoted to games by 
generations of children. To withdraw 
this right would surely bring bitter 
denunciation on the city authorities. 
And yet to give it formal standing 
by spending considerable sums—even 
though, these tome from the Heck- 
scher Trust and’ not from the city— 
while definitely setting it aside as a 
play area and enclosing it with a 
fence of trees, establishes a prec- 
edent which is more than likely to 


Miead to further encroachments on the 


park. But its area is too limited, 
even as a park, to permit of any 
infringements being made upon it for 


| non-park purposes. Every playground 


put in Central Park means less open 
space in the city. The more the park 
can be used for playground purposes, 
the greater will be the reluctance to 
establish more playgrounds in other 
parts of the city. 

Despite the great difficulty ahd cost 
of obtaining suitable ground outside 
the park, it must be clear that play- 
grounds, to be most serviceable, must 
be distributed widely throughout the 
city. The trip to Centfal Park is too 
long for the children of most sections. 
What they need is more playgrounds 
in their own neighborhood. These, 
in identally, will furnish more. breath- 
ing spaces in the city. In setting aside 
$50,000 for the development of a play- 


ground in Mulberry Bend, provided the 


necessary -land can be obtained, the 
Heckscher Foundation giving a 
practical recognition ‘of this need. 
The official ‘setting aside of an. im- 
portant part of Central Park as a play- 
ground not only delays the construc- 
tion of playgrounds elsewhere, but 
also cuts down the park area of the 
city. More playgrounds are needed, 
but they. are needed outside, and not 
inside, of Central Park. .

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CLEVELAND UNDER A CITY 
' MANAGER. 

Cleveland, with a population of 
almost a million, has been experi- 
menting with a city managet for more 
than’ a year. His name is WILLIAM 
R. Horpxins. An account of his work 
is given by ALBERT SIDNEY GREGG in 
The Review of Reviews. A Council, 
elected in November, 1923, under a 
new charter, chose Mr. Hopxrins to 
govern Cleveland. He entered upon 
his duties in January, 1924. At that 
time there were 234 cities in the 
United States operating under, or 
about to try, the Cjty Manager plan. 
Some have since abandoned it, though 
other cities have adopted it. Cleve- 
land, the home of liberal ideas since 
the days of Tom JOHNSON, is by far 
the largest city . that has ventured to 
put itself under ‘a manager with ex- 
‘tensive powers. “ ‘‘ The City Manager,”’ 
it has been said by one, ‘*‘ must be 
‘‘ah executive and administrator, a 
‘‘ financier, an engineer in various 
‘ specialties, a sanitarian, an organ- 
‘“* izer and. disciplinarian. He must 
“be versed in fire protection . and 
**police matters and other subjects 
‘* pertaining fo the public welfare. He 
*“* must be a humanitarian, a student 
“of human nature and a diplomat, 
** but not a'politician.’’ Also, he must 
have ‘‘ the hide of a rhinoceros.”’ 
Mr. HopKINs is experienced in sev- 
eral kinds of business. He asked to 
have a’ free hand if he were called to 
manage the municipal affairs of Cleve- 
land. He is“a. graduate of Western 
Reserve University, one of whose pro- 
fessors, A. R. Harron, drafted the 
charter under which Cleveland em- 
‘barked upon. city management. The 
Municipal Administration had been so 
inefficient and wasteful, so honey- 
combed with petty politics; that the 
-people- were willing to try any experi- 
rment. Both political organization’, the 
‘Chamber of Commerce, the Federation 
of Labor and two of the three daily 
‘papers were opposed te the charter,

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JUSTICE BY “CONSENT.” 

Current examples suggest that excess 
in the application of the doctrine of the 
consent of the governed derogates 
from the dignity of the law. The 
packers have just | been released by the 
courts from the restriction’ of the pre- 
vious ‘‘ consent decree.””

The Federal 
Trade Commission ,also ‘withholds 
judgment upon consent of the suspect 
to abide by the law as the commission 
asserts it. Is there not a distinction 
between the consent of citizens to obey 
the laws as administered by the courts 
and the consent of the courts and 
prosecutors that the law may (be 
waived temporarily without the estab- 
lishment of guilt? In the packers’ case 
the Court says: ‘‘ The parties con- 
‘‘ sented to the decree, and their con- 
“sent evidently showed their con- 
** struction ae law at the time the 
“ decree was entered.” Thus the con- 
struction of the law’ is shifted from the 
court to the parties. They consented 
lest a worse—thing should happen to 
them. ' Who can have proper respect 
for laws thus administered? Every 
defendant is entitled to due process of 
law and his day in court. But prac- 
tice changes this to a-day in the office 
of the Attorney General, or some 
commission, and the courts acquiesce 
in a procedure which gives different 
meanings to the same words of the 
statute at different times.

Probably. the instalment plan of sale 
deserves neither wholesale condemna- 
tion nor wholesale commendation. Asa 
means of getting luxuries it is wholly 
evil, but for acquiring necessaries of 
the more nearly permanent sort it has 
real advantages, always expensive but 
sometimes worth what they cost. In 
many instances, doubtless, the proposal 
to sell on instalments is made only 
after the “ saturation point’’ has been 
reached,, or nearly reached, on a par- 
ticular article, and ‘‘ buying resistance ”’ 
must be broken by the intensive efforts 
of sales managers 4 and agents. That 
creates an increased overhead, and of 
course the consumers pay it. And it 
cannot be ‘really and permagently ad- 
vantageous to ‘‘ business'’ that people 
should be persuaded into buying what 
they cannot afford. 


Up (‘in Westchester

These 
are abominable things—nothing less than 
torture, machines when effective, ana 
not at all protective of the public unless 
the strap is cruelly tight. 

Some towns forbid strap muzzles, or 
pretend to forbid them, but-they are to 
be seen in numbers during all mad-dog 
seares. Their only merit is cheapness, 
and it is gained at the cost of inflicting 
on the canine victim enough pain to 
drive him mad even if he is sane to 


start with.

of the International Trade: in Arms, 
which convenes May 4 in Geneva, is so 
important that we are sure you will real- 
ize the value of these corrections.- 

First, the. American delegation which 


sailed April 18 to the conference is of- | 


ficial, It is nok Soran Pe your cor- 
Tespondent states. 

Second, there have been no “coriversa- 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain concerning shipments of 
arms to Africa, Asia arid Persia. The 
United States agrees that the shipments 
of arms to regions where there is dis- 
content ‘which constitutes a menace to 
the peace of the world should be re- 
stricted. It feels, however, that such 
limitation should be left to the discre- 
tion” of the individual Governments. 
Hspecially is this true in dealing with 
such sore States as. Persia and 
China. 

Third, your’ correspondent _ writes: 
“Licenses also would be required in the 
case of private shipments, which would 
be limited practically .to ‘sporting 
arms.’ ”’ This sentence, to put it mildly, 
is ambiguous. According to the terms 
of the draft convention, private ship- 
ments of military arms may be made un- 
der licenses in conformity with certain 
conditions. ‘“‘Sporting arms” may'be ex- 
ported without license except to the so- 
called “‘prohibited zones,’’, which are to 
be designated by the coming conference. 

Fourth, your correspondent says: ‘“The 
United States, it is said, will attempt 
to have China declared a. ‘prohibited 
zone.’*” The United Statés is taking 
precisely the opposite stand. It is pre- 
pared to urge at the conference : that 
China be not included in the ‘‘prohibited 
zones.’’. Moreover, as China is to be rep- 
resented at the conference as a sover- 
eign State, it seems unlikely that, she 
will be placed in this embarrassing 
category. 

The deliberations of the coming con- 
ference are of great interest to Ameri- 
cans not only because of the fact thar 
our Government has sent an official 
delegation to Geneva to participate in it, 
but also because the United States did 
not’ ratify the Convention of Saint-Ger- 
main of September 10, 1919. As a result 
largely. of this fajlure the convention, 
which was the first important attempt 
to-regulate the traffic in arms, was not 
put into force. Representatives of the 
United States have co-operated within 
the last year with the Temporary 
Mixed Commission of the League otf 
Nations ,in drawing wp'the new. draft 
convention which will form the basis of 
the discussions at the coming confer- 
ence. 

The traffic in arms has long been rec- 
ognized as a menace to international 
peace and in order to guard as fully as 
possible against this danger a general 
supervision over the trade with the 
object of securing the fullest possible 
publicity concerning it has been felt to 
be necessary. Therefore the work of the 
coming conference should be of impor-

Time Awards. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Major 
Frederick L. Martin, the first comman- 
der of the army world fliers’ expedi- 
tion, ane First Lieutenants Leigh Wade 
and Leslfe P. Arnold, members of it, to- 
day received the first Distinguished Ser- 
vice -Medals ever given for seany 
services performed in time of peace. 

The ceremonies took place at the War: 
Department and were attended by offi- 
clals of the army, navy, State, Treas- 
ury, ‘Commerce and Postoffice Depart- 
ments: By special act of Congress, the 
‘medals were awarded to the eight world 
flight officers at the time some of, them 
also were eligible for promotion, but 
only Major Martin and the two leuten- 
ants were present today. 

Addressing three fliers the . Acting 
Secretary of War, Dwight Davis, said 
the occasion was marred only by the 
absence of Secretary Weeks and his in- 
ability on account of illness to make the 
presentations in person.. He reminded 
the aviators that while the medals were 
small and possessed little intrinsic 
value, nevertheless they were priceless.

Mrs. Lettie Bauer, 26 Years 
Old, Held on Murder Charge 
at Mineola. 


TELLS. OF FIGHT FOR GUN

Her Alleged Confession Says She 
Fired After Ex-Policeman Had: 
Beaten Her. 


MINEOLA, L. I., April 27.—Mrs. Lot- 
tie Bauer, 26 years old, of Hempstead, 
jwas locked up in the Nassau County 
jail here today for’ the! murder: of her 
husband Fred. She confessed, according 
to the police, that she had shot him last 
night in their home in a struggle for a 
pistol. 

Mr. Bauer, a carpenter and a former 
policeman of Garden City, was 52 years 
old. Mrs. Bauer told Captain Frank 
McCahill he was jealous and suspicious 
of her, and that last night when. she 
returned home from a trip to the drug 
store she found the door of their bun- 
galow at Sycamore Avenue and Pros- 
pect Street locked. Her husband was 
inside with their two children. 

“T went to the window and knocked 
and called to my husband to open the 
door,’’ her alleged confession read. ‘‘He 
opened the door and kicked me. He 
slapped my face. I: pushed past him 
and took off my hat. He walked to 
the sideboard and said I could not leave 
the house any more. Then he took a 
key from a tumbler, opened a drawer 
in the sideboard and took out a re- 
volver. 

“T said, ‘Are you crazy? Don’t be so 
foolish. * He pointed it-at me. He 
steppéd toward me. I grabbed his Tight 
wrist and held the gun. I stuck my 
nails in his flesh and he let go of the 
gun. I took it away from him. I held 
his right wrist with my left hand. I 
took the gun-in my right hand. He 
stepped toward me. I raised my right 
hand with the gun and pulled the trig- 
ger, shooting him in the temple.” 

Mrs. Bauer said she called a neighbor, 
Howard Abrams, who lives across the 
street, who she said advised her to re- 
move five of whisky hidden un- 
der the porch. Abrams, she also said, 
removed: $140 from her husband’s pock- 
‘ets and gave it to her. Then, she con- 
tinued, after ‘the val of -a doctor, 
Abrams and another man carried away 
the whisky. The police are investigating 
whethér the liquor had any connection 
with the shooting, but they ge AL Mrs. 
Bauer evidently had not been drinking 
when she was arrested. 

Bauer died at. the. Nassau H ate} 
here two hours after the shooting. <

This remains to be seen. The outcome 
will. doubtless. depénd on the attitude 
pyblicly taken by the newly elected Ger- 
man President and by the party which 
carried the election. Banking circles were 
quick to recognize the probability that 
both the old Field Marshal and his’ p 
ical ‘backers will be extremely cautious 
in their utterances and that; if anything, 
they will emphasize loyalty te the ex- 
isting political status. It was also rec- 
ognized, after a little thought, that the 
heavy vote for a. popular personality 
identified with Germany’s lost cause 
could hardly be interpreted as demand 
for reversion to the old régime, any more 
than Marshal “MacMahon's election to 
the Progidency of France in 1873 meant 
restoration of the monarchy, or than the 
frequent choice of ex-Confederate brig- 
adiers for office in the reconstructed 
South meant disloyal purposes to the 
Union. . Even the market indulged, be- 
fore the day was over, in some discrim- 
ination between a vote which should ‘ex- 
press a settled political purpose and a 
vote which was a reminiscent tribute 
to a now almost legendary German 
figure. ‘ 

These considerations ,wére reflected in 
the later recovery of the German and 
French bonds, They checked with some 
abruptness a rather foolish attempt’ to 
depress the general stock market on the 
basis of the German news; in that di- 
rection, the early declines were prac- 
tically canceled and, among the day’s 
irregular changes, there were net ad- 
vances aa well as net declines, . neither 
of them being important. This occurred, 
moreover, on the basis of the, smallest 
busiriess in two weeks, total transac- 
tions on the Stock Exchange falling far 
below the million-share mark for only 
the fourth time since election day. On 
the whole, there was more evidence of 
repurchases for the ‘“‘short account” 
than of actual sales by uneasy holders, 
and some of the “short covering’’ sug- 
gested a hasty retreat.

rmit apartment house. We require 
Tittle aid from dictionaries or decisions 
to enable us to see that within, the 
ordinary meaning of language a oosen 
ing house is a structure in which peopl 
dwell, and such, concededly, are 4 
character and purpose of an apartment | 
house. The people who made the ¢con- 
tract knew of the developments through 
which dwellin ng ae houses had passed before 
the houses which then 
rgely prevailed in the quarter in ques- 
tion, and of course, they must be as- 
sumed to have foreseen that still further 
developments and changes must occur.” 

Justice Lydon said the evidence shows 
that there are many apartment houses 
in the neighborhood of the plaintiff’s 
residence, and he doubts that the plain- 
tiff’s contention that the neighborhood 
has not in any way changed can be 

sustained. .
